IN THE MATRIMONIAL COURT.

GREEN V. GREEN. 
Tins was an application before the court 
from Mrs Green, wife of the Rev. J. W. 
Green for a judicial separation from her 
husband, on tho grounds of cruelty anil 
drunkenness. Mr. 1'. /E. Irving, of the 
firm of Bodwell it Irving, appeared for the 
petitioner. The respondent was undefend- 
ed, he having left this city sonio weeks ago, 
in a sailing vessel, bound for England. Mrs. 
Green, who is now principal of the college 
lately conducted by her husband, testified 
very clearly to the facts of the case, and 
brief, though conclusive, evidence wus 
brought forward in substantiation of her 
charges. After hearing tho testimony, his 
Lordship granted, petitioner u judicial 
separation, with all coats in the action. 

WELSH V. [WEI.HH. 

This was a case in which Herbert Hutton 
Welsh, as petitioner, applied lor a divorce 
from his wife, whom he married, in 1SSS), in 
Loudon, England. John O'Flaherty was 
made co-respondent, and it was on the 
ground of adultery with this party that the 
action was based. Early in the month of 
February last, a commission had been is- 
sued Jy, Mr. . Sustico Crease, em- 
powering tho taking of evidence of neces- 
sary witnesses in London, Out., where 
the adultery was alleged "to huve taken 
place. Mr. Irving, of the firm of Bodwell 
& Irving, appeared for the petitioner, and 
read a copy of the evidence taken in Lon- 
don. It included the testimony of Alfred 
E. Welsh, a brother of the petitioner, and 
Mrs. Hardy, in whose house tho^respondent 
appeared to have lived a life of shame. The 
petitioner was placed on the stand and 
swore to the details of his married life, 
which substantiated the charges made. 

His Lordship granted a rule nisi for six 
months, with all costs.

Berlin, April 10.— Five dragoons, who 
Irnvo been on trial at Ulm for ill-using re- 
cruits under them, have been acquitted. 
They admitted that they had (logged tho 
men severely, but declared that they did so 
under orders from Captain liaron Laucn- 
stein, which they did not dare to disobey. 
The Captain liaron denied that he had 
given any such orders to the dragoons, but 
the jury believed the lattei and accordingly 
acquitted them. As Laue.istein was leav- 
ing tho courtroom, ho was hissed by a large 
crowd outside, and for a moment it looked 
as if ho would not get away without being 
subjected to personal violei.ee. 

Wrcclccd off the Falkland*. 

Montevideo, April 11- The British ship 
Viscount, commanded by Capt. Courtenay, 
which left San Francisco or January 10, for 
Liverpool, has been wrecked in the vicinity 
of Falkland islands. Some of the crow were 
lost, and the vessel and car>;o were entirely 
lost. Those of tho crew that were saved 
have been landed on Falkland island. 

An Insane Mother. 

London, April 1 1.— Mrs. Ann Hansman, 
who killed her nino year old little boy by 
cutting his throat, and at tho same time 
cut her own throat but recovered, was to- 
day toutld insane by a jury, and ordered to 
be detained during Her Majesty's pleasure. 

More Anarchist Incendiarism. 

Vienna, April 11.— Incendiary fires con- 
tinue here, but owing to the extraordinary 
precautions of the authorities, little damage 
has been done so far. These fires are attri- 
buted to Anarchists, hut it is believed that 
many of them nro lit with a view to rob- 
bery during tho excitement. A similar 
state of affairs is reported ut Lionfieldeu, 
Uppor Austria. 

ttfadftlonlan Manifesto. 

London, April 10. — There is reason to be- 
lieve that Mr. Gladstone is preparing an im- 
portant manifesto, conceived upon the idea 
that thcro is to bo an early dissolution. It 
will probably bo published during the Eas- 
ter recess of Parliament. Tliero will bo n 
lively meeting in tho Lilx 'ul interest ut 
Her Majesty's theatre. GJOtlafcono will be 
the chief speaker, and will make a strong 
bid for tho support of the Liberal programme 
by the Liberal masses of London. 

Forest Fires. 

Berlin, April 10. — Great forest fires aro 
reported, to-day, as raging in the Algerbhof 
forest, near Berlin, and in tho Finnentrop 
forest, near Harnsburg. 

Spain at Chicago. 

Paris, April 11. — Major Brackett, in 
Madrid, writes that ho has made u tour of 
Spain, and through Minister Grubb got 
Premier CanovaS del Castillo to appoint a 
strong provisional Fair committee. Now 
that the French credit for tho Chicago Fair 
has been voted, the Government will ap- 
point a committee of 00 members, with M. 
Berger as president. The Paris Chamber 
of Commerce passed a series of resolutions 
favoring the fair. At a largo industrial 
banquet, held this afternoon, French co- 
operation with tho Fair was urged. 

Matrimonial Bureau. 

London, April 10. — In an interview, to- 
day, with Mr. Cadman, director of General 
Booth's social redemption scheme (of which 
in fact it is said Cadman was tho real 
originator), he explained that tho matri- 
monial bureau, which the Salvation Army 
people propose to establish, will be mainly 
a commercial venture; that it will not be 
carried on free of charge, though there is a 
philanthropic spirit underlying the scheme. 
It is intended to facilitate suitable marriages 
among people who have few opportunities 
for varied acquaintance or social inter- 
course. The bureau will beset in operation 
as readily for an atheist as for a follower of 
the Salvation Army. 

Deeming Not Insane. 

MELBOURNE, April 11.— The claimed bas- 
ket, which has lain in Kuirucs railway 
station since January, has just been for- 
warded to the police here. In it was found 
tho name of Mrs. Dodds, inscribed on the 
locket, and the key found upon Deeming 
fitted the locket. Deeming still continues 
to pretend he is insane, although a number 
of physicians have testified to the contrary.

— Rev. Mr. Wur- 
del, Baptist minister, has resigned his charge 
because he no longer believes in the doc- 
trines of the church. 

London, April 11. — Rev. N. H. Martin, 
who left Iptathen, a few weeks ago, has 
written from Belmont, Man., to tho school 
inspectors, for a teachers' certificate, which 
he obtained two year ugo. 

Barrie, April 11.— Win. Shanaey Ves- 
pra, while under tho influence of liquor, fell 
into tho buy and was drowned.

Word has been received from Rome to tho 
effect that Rev. Isaac Colleret, Vicar-Gen- 
eral of Nicolet, and administrator of the 
diocese during Bishop Gravel's European 
trip, has been named domestic prelato of 
Pope Leo XIII.J 

Hon. J. A. Chapleau leaves for Ottawa, 
next week, to take charge of the Depart- 
ment of Customs. 

The Canadian Pacific authorities here 
havo received word that 2f>0 sailors and 
marines destined for the Pacific squadron, 
will sail on the Allan steamer Carthaginan 
from Liverpool on the 26th inst. If all 
goes well they will land in Halifax by May 
4th or 5th.

BRITAIN'S BUDGET. 

Surplus of Over a Million Pounds Sterling— 
Interesting Statements— The Masses 
Prosperous. 

London, April 11. — Rt. Hon. Mr. 
Goschen, Chancellor of tho Exchequer, in- 
troduced, in the House of ('ominous, to-day, 
his budget for the fiscal year. Tho rcvenuo 
for the present year, he said, had yielded a 
s'.irplus of £1,057,000. A feature of the 
year had been the part played by tobacco, 
which had taken a foremost place ulongsido 
of alcohol, yielding £222,000 beyond tho 
estimate, and £480,000 beyond the revenue 
from the same source in 1800 01. As the 
use of tea hail also. largely increased, it was 
evident that the masses of the people wero 
prosperous. While the consumption of 
brandy and whiskey had increased, that of 
rum and wino had decreased. Whiskey 
easily held tho firet place in the revenue, 
with beer second.

Victoria's Post Office Returns— Gov- 
ernment Measures Brought Down • 
—"Citizen's" Narrow Squeak. 

(From our own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Ont., April 11.— In the Senate, 
to-day, Hon. Mr. Dickey's amendment to 
apply the principle of the Canada Temper- 
ance Act to incorporated towns, was buried 
out of sight. Hon. Messrs. Vidal, Scott 
and Abbott concurred that the amend- 
ment, if adopted, would strike u vital blow 
at tho Act, instead of extending tho local 
option principle. 

The nomination for Wolland takes placo 
on April 22nd, and polling on the 29th. 

Richard Seemnn, a German emigrant 
agent, who placed a thousand porsons in 
the Argentine Republic, is anxious to turn 
his attention to Canada. He proposes to 
operate among tho European friends of the 
settlers in Manitoba and the Northwest. 
Ho wants the Government to pay him tho 
same bonus as iB given to actual settlers in 
tho Territories and the Northwest. The 
members arc strongly backing hiin. 

Baroness Macdonald returns to Ottawa 
immediately after tho session. 

Tho weekly average of letters, news- 
papers, and post cards delivered in Victoria 
was 12,821, being tho eleventh in order of 
the cities of Canada. City or box letters on 
which the postage was doubled a few years 
ago, have reached a point in excess of the 
number delivered previous to the increase. 

In the House, Hon. Mr. Patterson an- 
nounced that the Government proposed to 
introduce means for simplifying tho Dom- 
inion franchise and reducing the expenses 
of a revision of tho voters lists. 

Mr. Luurier asked if it would be this 
session. 

Hon. Mr. Patterson : I will tell you after 
tho Easter recess. 

Hon. Mr. Tupper said that the disband- 
ment of the Quebec Harbor police force and 
the abolition of police dues on shipping 
would have tho effect of securing the abro- 
gation of the retaliatory duties now imposed 
in the Cnited States on Canadian vessels. 

Mr. Corbould's bill, incorporating tho 
Burtard Inlet Tunnel and Bridge company, 
was read a second time. 

Hon. Mr. Bowell told Mr. Inncs that 
American newspapers could enter Canada 
by express without contravening the Cus- 
toms Act. 

The Houee was engaged for several hours 
discussing Mr. Ives' resolution affirming the 
expediency of imposing export duties on 
saw logs, and spruce pulp wood. Mr. Cor- 
bould said he could not allow the motion to 
pass without speaking in behalf of British 
Columbia. He thought the same duty 
should be imposed on pitch pine entering 
Canada from the States, as was imposed 
upon Douglas fir entering tho States 
from British Columbia. He clearly 
showed tho jug handled arrange- 
ment of the MoKinley Tariff' as 1 it 
affects tho lumber of British Columbia. 

Messrs. Charlton, Sproule, Armstrong, Gil- 
mor, O'Brien, Lavergno, Devlin, Allen and 
McGregor also spoke. Hon. Mr. Foster said 
it was thought the legislation of the States 
would cover both spruce and pine, but it 
transpired when tho McKinley bill came 
down that only the duty on pine was re- 
duced, leaving tho duty on spruco un- 
touched. The duties on spruco and 
pine in Canada had been removed in order 
to find a market for pine. If the duty were 
re-imposed it would not benefit the spruce 
men and only injuro the pine dealers. The 
Govornmont had therefore doeided it would 
bo better to let things remain as they were. 

Notice of the introduction of six Govern- 
ment measures was given, to-night. They 
are as follows : Sir John Thompson's bill 
respecting evidence ; Hon. Mr. Tupper — 
respecting the exportation of bait fish ; 
Hon. Mr. Curling— to amend tho Patent 
Act; Hon. Mr. Dewdney — to amend the 
Dominion Land Act; Hon. Mr. Haggart — 
to amend the Railway Act; Hon. Mr. Cos- 
tigan — to extend the provisions of tho In- 
land Revenue Act to the Territories, in 
view of the license law coining into opera- 
tion there on May 1. 

'Mr. Barnard interviewed the Postmaster- 
General, to-day, to urge the establishment 
of an additional mail service from Ashcroft 
to Lillooct via Hat Creek and Marble 
Canon. 

The Public Works Department, to-day, 
sent the contract for tho construction of th 
Government telegraph lines, from Nanaimi 
to Comox, to the contractor, Mr. McLaugh- 
lin, for his signature. 

Hon. Mr Chapleau expects to take con 
trol of the Department of Customs, this 
week.

SEALING INQUIRY. 

Special Investigation Proceeding at San 
Francisco Into Matters Connected With 
Bearing Sea Matters. 

San Francisco, April 11.— Special Agent 
Major Williams, of tho Treasury Depart- 
ment, who has been studying tho soul ques- 
tion, has been delegated by the Secretary 
of the Treasury to investigate and take 
testimony on the subject of the seal fisheries, 
and at present, he is engaged in this 
work, assisted by Colonel Evans, 
of this city, resident special agent. 
Witnesses have been summoned to 
appear beforo the agents. During tho 
past two weeks, some of the most prominent 
people in the city, interested in tho sealing 
industry, have appeared before tho agents. 
Tho investigation has already been carried 
on for a period of two weeks, and the work 
before the ugents will require fully as much 
more time. As soon as tho testimony is 
transcribed, it is to be forwarded to Wash- 
ington, and will be carefully reviewed at 
tho Treasury Department. Representatives 
of the Alaska Commercial Company, tho 
North American Trading Company and 
Liebes & Co, . have obeyed tho summons 
sent out, and in answer to questions pro- 
pounded, havo given whatever information 
they possessed regarding tho indiscriminate 
killing of female seals in Behring Sea. The 
testimony is to be used in arriving at a 
definite conclusion respecting the claims of 
the United States and England. 

ANARCHISM IN SPAIN. 

Dynamite Alarms-Discovery of Explosives- 
Farther Arrests. 

Madrid, April 11. — Nunoz, the anar- 
chist, was arrested and examined in prison. 
In an interview, to-day,- Del Roche declared 
himself a follower of "Prud'homme nnd 
Darwin," and spoke with contempt of Ra- 
vuchol as "a. criminal, not an anarchist." A 
bug containing explosives, grenades, and 
more formidable projectiles, was found, on 
Saturday night, at the gate of the 
hospital for army pensioners. Alarms 
were revived by the news that 110 
pounds of dynamite had been stolen 
from the mines, neur Limers. Tho cus- 
tomary Palm Sunday services were 
omitted in tho Royal Chapel, yesterday, 
ostensibly on account of the Queen Regent's 
indisposition, but really on account of 
Anarchists' throats. Further Anarchist 
arrests havo been made in tho provinces 
and Bilbou. Nunoz stated that he was 
merely the tool of others. As a result of 
this declaration warrants of arrest were 
issued.

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INDIAN RESERVES. 



Important Speech in the Dominion 
Parliament by Mr. 

Barnard, M.P. ' 



Tho Indiana of British Columbia 
Different to Those of the 
Northwest. 



In tho IIouso of Commons, on March 2§, Mr, 
Barnard moved for : Return allowing :— 1. Tho 
numbor of Indian Resorves in British Colum- 
bia; 2. Tho location of each and name of trlbo 
to Whom allotted; 3. Tho area in acrcago of 
each; \. Tho area cultivated on each reserve; 
5. Tho population of each trlbo when reserves 
■wcro first established; (i. Tho present populii 
tlon of each tribe; 7. Tho area (estimated) of 

astoral land on each reserve; 8. Tho numbor 
of horsos, cattlo and shcop owned by each tribe; 
fl. Tho estimated area of timber land cn o.ich 
rosorvo. 

Ho said: Mr. Spo ikor, in moving for certain 
information regarding Indian reserves in Bri- 
tish Columbia, 1 do S'i with tho objector having 
tho House placed in possession of information, 
which I am satisiled will show that tho time 
has arrived for a re adjustment, re-arrango- 
inent or inauguration or a different policy with 
regard to these reserves. Unfortunately for 
tho Province of British Columbia, the Com- 
mission that was appointed in 187li or 1S77, 
during tho Mackenzie Administration, 

rait TntC UKNEK1T OF THE INDIANS, 
took it for grunted that British Columbia was 
never to have nnv white settlors, nnd t hat i heir 
duty was tog veall tho valuable lands on tho 
different streams and rivers, and In tho rich 
valleys, fit for agricultural purposes, to the In- 
dians, I may point to such fertile valleys as 
tho Fraser River, Okiu.ag-ui. Nicola, Thompson 
jjnd Bridgo Klvor, whinh were then reserved to 
She Indians. The result Is that to day, when 
wo have a largo influx of white settlors, thoy 
find tint these lands aie set aside as Indian re- 
serves and thoy cann.-.t lillii/.e them. Tho In 
dlaus have some of tho best lands in tho coun- 
try, but they make very little use of them. It 
is true that, in some cases, they follow agricul- 
tural pursuits and cultivato a small ftren, but, 
as a rule, tho greater portion of this Indian 
land Is left uncultivated. There are, I beliove, 
soven or eight hundred reserves in the pro- 
vince, and if any lion, raombor will tako tho 
trouble to examine tho map which lias been is- 
suoii, togothor with tho report of tho Suporiu- 
tondont-General of Indian Affairs, ho will, 1 
think, conclude that, ajvery largo proportion, 
iqdeed, of tho land in British Columbia has 
been reserved for the Indians. There aro, as I 
have Bald, 700 or S00 Indian reserves, compris- 
ing 600,000 or 700,000 acres of land. In one in- 
stance, tho Indians have, in Okanogan Valley, 
Bomothlng liko 200 acres to each man, woman 
and child in tho tiibo. Tno valley contains 
some 

PARTICULARLY I'TSK AORIGULTrjRAL LAND, 
and has been opened up lately by tho construc- 
tion of a railway south from the Canadian 
Pacific. A very largo portion of that valley, 
something like 11,000 acres, is an Indian reserve. 
In a provlnco liko British Columbia, although 
very large in area and very extensive in terri- 
tory, tho fertilo land lies In tho different val- 
leys; and tho land of tho Okanag.in Valley is 
particularly rich. Tho settlors going in thorn 
todny aro, however, unablo to obtain land, and 
the community as a whole suffers thereby. If 
tho Indians cultivaied iho lnnd there would not 
ho the same objection that there is at tho pres- 
ent timo: but the lands are not being cultivated 
by tho Indians. I have confined my remarks 
to tho agricultural lands, but, in addition to 
that, thoro is a largo extent of good mining 
ground on the different streams and rivers of 
tho Indian resorvns. These mining lands aro 
now lying idle. Tho Indian himself can mako 
no use of tho ground; it is of no vnluo to him 
and tho white man is not allowed to tako It up 
even for mining purposes, without first making 
application to the Government and having the 
land surrendered by tho Indians to the Govern- 
ment and disposed of by the Government. It 
is a difficult matter to induce these Indians lo 
givo up any rights appertaining to this land; 
and although thoy cannot use it themselves 
thoy still insist upon retaining it and in refus- 
ing to surrondor it. As one instance I may 
point out, that a short, tlmo ago a. strong com- 
pany financially was formed in Victoria for tho 
purposo of mining Hid or ISO acies of ground 
upon what is known as tho Bridge River Indian 
Reserve in our province This ground is 

UTTERLY VALUELESS TO THE INDIANS ; . 
it is unfit for pasture or farming purposes, but 
it is supposed to contain a great deal of gold, 
and to take out that gold means the expenditure 
of large capital and a great deal of time and 
labor. Notwithstanding that tho Indians can- 
not mako any use of it they have refused to 
surrondor it. Tho matter has been placed 
before them, and by a voto of '27 to 17 thoy re- 
fused to surrender tho land, bo that it lies thore 
to day of no valuo to either the Indians or tho 
whitemen, and nn Important enterprise has 
thus, so to speak, been equelchod, Another 
reason for inaugurating some policy with re- 
gard to Indian lands inJiritish Columbia is that 
the Indian population is decreasing. At tho 
timo that theso reserves wcro set apart the 
population was much larger than it is to-day. 
La grippe, I he ir.eas.es, and other diseases of 
that kind have had a very serious 
oil'ect upon tho Indians, anil they have 
died out in largo numbers during tho past 
twoseieons. For that reason, I think that 
eomclhlrg should be dono by tho government 
in disposing of those reserves for their benefit.

They are all industrious, aud thero is not an 
able-bodied Indian who Is not able to cart, his 
living, and who cannot mako from $1.50 to 
$■> ,51) per day, and 'no has no trouble in getting 
this wages, if t his land were disposed of in 
some way f ir tho benefit of the Indian J and 
the proceeds sot aside as nil Indian education 
fund, it would, in my opinion, be much more to 
their benefit than it is at present. It is true 
that industrial schools have already been es- 
tablished In British Columbia, and thoy have 
had a very beneficial effect on the Indians, so 
that I believe that if the Indian fund were aug- 
mented by the salo of thoto hinds, schools es- 
tablished, and tho Indians educated 

IN INDUSTRIAL PURSUITS 
it would bo of greater value to them than to 
have iho property lying idle as it is at the pro 
sent moment. I may mention that right In Iho 
heart of the city of % Ictoria there is an Indian 
reserve of about 1 10 acres, hnd that reserve is 
worth, to day, at least, SHOO.iM) or SI(KUX)0. I 
believe t hat only t hroe Indians have a claim lo 
it, and these Indians refuse to surrender it. 
The land is practically in the heart of iho city, 
and could be sold and utilize I. It would boa 
benefit to the city to have the Indians removed, 
nnd it would be a great benefit to the Indians 
themselves to huve such a largo amount of 
money set aside for their wants. However, 
thoy havo actually refused to abandon that lit) 
acres in I he city of Victoria. Tho Bnme thu g 
applies to some extent to tho city of \ anoouver, 
where there is a huge extent of land in a some- 
what similar position. It, Is not so near tho 
centre of the city m in Victoria, but it is close 
toil, and the day is not. far distant wnen it. 
might become a business portion ot tho city. 
That reserve also could be used with advantage 
to the Indians by disposing of it and providing 

A FUND KOH THEIR EDUCATION. 
If our Indians in liritlsh Columbia were 
likely to cultivate the land, or to become farm- 
ers, it would be a different matter, hut they aro 
not. It is true that the Indian in our province 
is not provident, ns a rule, hut he is always wil- 
ling to work if ho requires tho money. Trob- 
ably tin will spend the money as soon as he gets 
it, bin he can always earn a living, lllunk, 
Mr, Speaker. I hat, the tlmo lias come when it 
would bu advisable for the government to con- 
sider some policy such as that which has been 
adopted to a connln extent in Iho United 
States, namely : That of disposing of Ihelando 
in the Indian reserves for the benefit, of thu 
Indians and utilizing tho money for their main- 
tenance and moral improvement, instead of 
allowing the land to bo idle and be of no use 
either to the Indiinoriho white man. I, there- 
fore, beg to propose, .Air. Speaker, seconded by 
Mr. Mara the motion which I have placed in 
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Hon. Mr. Dowdney followed, but. from want 
of space it is impossible to publish his| rowiarks 
in this issue.

THE COLONIES. 

Tho very peculiar utterance of the Lon 
don Times with regard to tho Dominion of 
Canada, speaking of it as a semi-independ- 
ent colony which was always embroiling 
the Mother Country in foreign disputes and 
looking to her to fight its battles, while it 
treated her as a commercial enemy, has set 
some pcoplo enquiring as to tho attitude 
which that paper has of late years taken 
with respect to tho Colonies. It is found 
that when it suited tho policy of that great 
paper it spoke in a very different way of 
colonies in general and of Canada in par- 
ticular. Alluding to tho contempt which 
statesmen of the Manchester school felt and 
expressed for tho Colonies. Tho Times, 
somo time ago, said; — 

" Tho Colonics aro no longer looked upon 
■with cool indifference or ill-disguised (lis 
like. We aro proud of tbem and we have 
confidence in them. Our Colonial fellow- 
subjects, with fow exceptions, havo devel- 
oped and given ample proof of a self-reliant 
and manly tempor, which instead of lead- 
ing, as Mr. Goldwia Smith anticipated, to 
a demand for political independence, lias 
been concurrent and incorporated in its 
growth with a opirit of devoted loyalty to 
tho British Crown and the British flag." 

Canadians havo dono nothing Binco these 
words were published by the Times to for- 
feit its good opinion. They aro just as 
loyal as ever they were, aud their temper is 
ju3t as "manly." They havo given ample 
proof of their desire to retain their connec- 
tion with the Mother Country, and we 
havo no doubt that if circumstances de- 
manded it, they would show tho strength of 
that dosiro in tho most convincing way pos- 
sible. 

Lord Salisbury's allusion to tho colonies, 
in a recent speech, was very different in its 
tone from that of tho querulous and some- 
■what inconsistent Times. At the Lord 
Mayor's banquet, ho said : 

"We are anxious, abovo all things, to 
conserve, to unify, to strengthen tho Em- 
pire of the Queen, because it is to tho trade 
■that is carried on within tho Empire that 
■we look for the vital force of tho commerco 
of this country." 

The Premier has shown, by his recent 
action in the Behring Sea question, that ho 
is determined to treat British subjects on 
this side of the Atlantic with consideration, 
and to obtain for them what is their duo. 
Such action as this will do as much to unify, 
conserve, and strengthen the Empiro as 
such contemptuous language as tho Times 
uses would to weaken it and bring about 
its disintegration. 



AN EIGHT HOURS' BILL. 

The Eight Hours' Bill was defeated in 
the British House of Commons by a largo 
majority. The division was 272 to 100. 
It was, the London Times says, in no sense 
a party division. The truth is in England, 
not only are parties divided on this ques- 
tion, but the working men themselves are 
very far from being agreed upon it. Very 
many belicvo that it is unwise to limit the 
day's work by statute to eight or any other 
number of hours. They believe that the 
limitation which would be fair and even 
necessary in somo employments, would be 
unfair and vexatious in others. It is aleo 
argued that where the eight hours' limit is 
necessary it can readily be obtained by the 
labor organizations without the interposition 
of law. This has been done by the coal 
miners in many parts of England. Tho 
eight hours' shift is there tho rulo in most 
mines. The Times says :— 

"The Miners' Federation lias decreed a 
weekly holiday for a quarter of million of 
men, and if it had been pleased to decree 
an eight hours' maximum instead, it would 
have carried its point with equal facility. 
If then the miners in any p«.rt of the coun- 
try arc unanimous in desiring an 
eight hours' day, they can have it with- 
out coming to Parliament, and with- 
out forcing it upon men in other parts 
of the country, who, for reasons of their 
own, prefer longer hours. If they are not 
Unanimous, if on the contrary, a minority 
exists strong enough to prevent a successful 
demand for an eight hours' day, why should 
Parliament be asked to stop beyond its 
sphere in order to coerce that minority, and 
at the sinio time saddlo tho wholo body of 
minors in Northumberland and Durham 
with restrictions to which they object." 

Mr. Burt, who is a workingman's advo- 
cate, has found that laws fixing tho hours of 
labor have been a failure in France, Switzer- 
land and Hungary. What might bo ex- 
pected to happen where such a law is nom- 
inally in force has happened in thoso coun- 
tries. Where the law was found to be con- 
venient, and in tho interests of workingmen, 
it was observed, but where it did not suit it 
was disregarded aud evaded. 

The Bill beforo Parliament related to 
■miners only, but there are many who be- 
liovo that tho hours which a man should 
work, no matter what his employment may 
be, should bo regulated by law. It /does 
not appear that the British Bill, 
limited as it was, had many 
enthusiastic advocates. Tho best that 
some of its supporters could Bay in its 
favor, was that it would do no harm. This 
is not how any great reform must be ad- 
vocated in the House of Commons or any- 
where else. Tho3e who advocato its adop- 
tion, must bo in a position to bIiow that it 
.wili do positivo good, that it is greatly 



needed, and that it cannot bo obtained 
without tho aid of law. Tho law is gener- 
ally a vory poor substitute for tho voluntary 
action of individuals. If an end can bo 
attained without the aid of law, it is most 
unwise to have recourse to law. diatom 
and tho constitution in all British 
countries, in matters of contract, allow tho 
individual a wide scope. And tho mechan- 
ism of tho commercial and tho industrial 
Bpheres, in consequence, works more 
amoothly and effectively than it does in 
countries where almost every act that a 
man does, or can do, is regulated by law. 

In this matter of tho regulation of labor, 
both as to remuneration and timo of work, 
tho British people get along quite as well, 
and perhaps, a good deal totter, than in 
those countries in which tho law is per- 
petually interposing between tho employer 
and the omployed. Complete freedom is 
found to be the best regulator. 



U. S. AND THE CHINESE. 

The Geary Bill, which excludes from tho 
United States all natives of China, except 
members of the diplomatic corps, was car- 
ried a few days ago in tho House of Repre- 
sentatives by a division of 170 to 43. This 
shows how strong the feeling in the United 
States is against tho Chinese. This [is a 
ease in which members and their constitu- 
ents aro in complete accord. It is singular 
that a measure of this importance should bo 
carried after a debate of only half an hour. 
One would think that it required longer 
and moro careful deliberation than could be 
given it in that short time. There aro two 
considerations which might cause the repre- 
sentatives of tho people of tho United States 
to consider such a measure most seriously. 
One is, that as is asserted, and we believe, 
not denied, tho bill is in direct contra- 
vention of tho treaty with China. It is not 
usual for the Legislatures of nations, by the 
laws they make, deliberately to violate 
treaties which they havo made with 
foreign powers. Wo find it diffi- 
cult to bolievo that tho Houso 
of Representatives would, without hesita- 
tion, pass a law to break faith with any 
nation, savago or civilized, pagan or Chris- 
tian. It is also assorted that the attempt to 
put such a law into operation will cause the 
Chinese Government to issuo a decree of 
non-intercourse against tho United States. 
It might bo supposed that Congress would 
not deliberately pass a measure one of tho 
effects of which would ho to put a stop to 
direct commercial intercourse with thrco 
hundred millions of people. What the 
United States wants more ' than anything 
else is foreign trade. It has been making 
great efforts of late to extend its commerco 
with countries which do not produco tho 
same commodities us it exports. China is a 
country of this kind, yet in tho face of a 
direct threat of non- intercourse, one branch 
of Congress passes a bill which excludes the 
Chinese of all ranks and occupations from 
the United States as residents. 



THE PRESIDENTIAL NOMINA TION 

Who aro to be the next presidential can- 
didates is a question to which many in tho 
United States are trying to find an answer. 
A few montli3 ago, the majority of those 
who take an interest iu United States 
politics would havo said that Cleveland will 
undoubtedly be the Democratic nominee, 
and Blaine, if he will accept the honor, will 
bo tho choice of the Republican party. As 
timo went on, the conditions changed, and 
these conclusions did not appear nearly 
so probable. Senator Hill set tho New 
York machine agoing, and it worked hard 
and with apparent success for him. Cleve- 
land's stock went down and Hill's went up. 
The Republicans were in great glee at the 
turn things were taking. They feared 
Cleveland, but they believed they could 
easily defeat Hill. Nevertheless, Hill's 
prospects became brighter and brighter, and 
many Democrats were confident that ho 
would be his party's choice. Cleveland ap- 
peared to be under a cloud. The Republican 
newspapers abused him aud ridiculed him, 
while the Hill Democrats sneered at him 
and flouted him. Tho trimmers of tho 
Democratic party began to look about them 
for a candidate, aud tho prospect s and 
qualifications of several prominent Demo- 
crats iu different parts of the Union were 
discussed. Senator Hill went South to gain 
Bupportors and to strengthen bis position, 
but tho result has, to all appearance, 
been directly the opposite. Since 
then, Mr. Cleveland has again como 
to tho front. Ho has been in 
Rhode Island taking part in a political 
campaign. Ho was enthusiastically re- 
ceived, aud his speeches havo both pleased 
and encouraged his party. Hill is con- 
sequently under an eclipse, and very little 
is said about his getting the Democratic 
nomination. Tho position of the two men 
before tho country is very different. Mr. 
Cleveland is regarded as a safo and reliablo 
man, whose views are sound and who will 
live up to his principles. Hill is looked 
upon as a sharp, clever politician, who 
knows how to work tho machine perhaps 
better than any man living, but who has 
no principles to apeak of, and whose viows 
on any given subject are pretty much wdiat 
in his opinion the situation requires. 

Sinco Mr. Blaino has publicly and defi- 
nitely declined to ullo'V himsolf to be con- 
sidered a candidate for tho nomination ; the 
wholo Ropublican party look upon President 
Harrison as almost as good us nominated 
for a second term. There seems to lie no 
one in his party in a position to compete 
with hiin for tho nomination. Mr. Harrison 
is not looked upon as a model President by 
any means. But ho is respectable, and if 
he is not the best man that could be 
selected, ho can be depended upon to 
advance the interests of tho Republican 
party. This is a very great virtuo in tho 
eyes of many Republicans, to whom their 
party ia of much greater importance than 



their country. At this present moment, 
then, it appears as if Mr. Harrison will be 
tho choico of tho Republicans, 'and Mr. 
Cleveland the Democratic candidate.

Deceased was well known in this city, 
having worked in Fisher's Sowing Machine 
• tore for nine years, Previous to that he 
was in chargo of tho Singer store in 
Seattle, and when bo left that city 
for- Los Angeles, in search of 
health, was presented with a magnificent 
testimonial from his many friends _ there. 
On leaving Los Angeles hocamo to Victoria, 
in a consumption, and has been slowly 
giving in to tho dread disease ever since. 
In February last, Dr. J. D. Hehncken 
ordered him to stop working, but it was 
only last Saturday week that ho took to his 
bed— a living skeleton. He gradually sank, 
and on Saturday bis friends knew that ho 
could not live another twenty-four hours. 

Tho suicide must havo been tho result of 
deliberation, for ho has often told his 
friends that he would never die of con- 
sumption. Before killing himself, he Bome- 
how mustered up strength to rise from bed, 
destroy all bis private papers, and take a 
revolver out of bis trunk. Ho was evi- 
dently too weak to crawl back into bed 
again. The bullet wound emitted- not a 
single drop of blood. 

Contrary to report, deceased was not a 
married man. Ho was 34 years of age, and 
loaves three brothers, two sisters and a 
mother, the latter being now seriously ill 
in Toronto, Out., where he originally came 
from. Tho inquest will be held at 10 
o'clock, this morning, and tho fuuoral at 
2:30, this afternoon.

Semi-annually a steamer touches 
at Jackson Island, and, together with the 
canoo oxprcss that goes to Fort Wrangell 
monthly for necessary supplies, constitute 
the sources of communication with civiliza- 
tion. Miss Jould will assist the mission- 
aries on Jackson Island. Her sister has 
two children, and letters show her to be 
happy and contented. 

Fishery Mutters. 

Fisheries Guardian McNeil made his first 
direct report to Ottawa last night. It deals 
in full with the condition of fisheries on this 
island, especially tho lakes, and calls atten- 
tion to the constant uso of dynamite in the 
destruction of fish at Sbawnigan and other- 
lakes. This matter has also been brought 
to the notice of Messrs. Earle and Prior, 
who will no doubt push the question before 
the Department. Officer McNeil has re- 
ceived intimation to the effect that several 
parties who havo been fishing in Thetis 
lake for the past few weeks havo been using 
salmon roe for bait. Ho hopes soon to be 
in a position to visit every lako in the dis- 
trict and ascertain for himself the condition 
of affairs. On receipt of instructions from 
Ottawa he will proceed to punish the parties 
who are known to have been coucerued in 
the mild " dynamite outrage."

Second Session of the Sixth Parlia- 
ment. 



FORTY-SEVENTH BAY. 

Mo.ndat, April 11, 1802. 
Tho Speaker took the chair at 2 o'clock. 

PETITIONS. 

Hon. Mr. Koiison presented a petition 
from 288 owners of real property in New 
Westminster re. municipal franchise 

VANCOUVER INUOIU'ORATION ACT. 

The House went into committee of tho 
whole, Mr. Anderson in tho chair, to con- 
sider the Message of tho Lieut. -Governor 
returning An Act to amend tho Vancouver 
Incorporation Act, 188U, -and amendments 
thereto. 

After making tho proposed amendment, 
bill was reported, read a third time and 



V. C. N. T. CO. LAND. GRANT. 

The Houso went into committee of tho 
whole, Mr. Rogers in the chair, to consider 
the Meaaago of tho Lieut. -Governor trans- 
mitting An Act to authorize tho granting 
of a certain Land Subsidy for und in nid of 
tho Upper Columbia Navigation and Tram- 
way Company. 

Bill reported, introduced, read a first 
time, and put down on the orders for secund» 
reading to morrow. 

COUNTY COURTS' ACT. 

Tho House went into Committee of the 
Whole on the County Courts' Act, Mr. 
Croft iu the chair. 

Committee reported bill complete without 
amendments. Report adopted, bill reud a 
third timo and passed. ■> 

THE MINERAL HI I.L. 

On tho motion to udopt the report of the 
Committeo of tho Whole on tho Miueral 
Bill, 

Col. Baker moved an amendment which 
would allow a miner to take up two claims. 

Mr. Kellie claimed that this amend- 
ment was required moro by miners who did 
their mining around bar rooms and saloons 
than by anyone else. He thought the pro- 
posed changes would very seriously hauipcr 
, prospectors. 

. Mr, Martin expressed the astonishment 
he felt at the way the hon. member for 
West Kootenay (Mr. Kellie) had changed 
his views. When the Land Kill was under 
discussion ho (Mr. Kellie) had been one of 
the loudest in professing that he wished 
to stop speculation. But ho did not seem 
atoll anxious now to stop speculation in 
mining claims. 

The umendment passed. 

Mr. Kellie moved to insert tho follow- 
ing clause, vfz.: " No person shall by reason 
of hia having supplied the locator of any 
claim with money, materials or provisions 
be regarded as or taken to be the holder of 
any interest, either aa a partner or other- 
wise, in such claim located or recorded by 
the person to whom such money, materials 
or provisions were supplied, unless a part- 
nership or other agreement declaring what 
interest such person is to have in such claim, 
signed by the parties to same, ia filed and 
recorded with the Mining Recorder." 

Mr. Kellie supported his amendment, 
which ho said would prevent any possibility 
of future legislation. 

Mr. Smith, Mr. Rogers and Col. Bakor 
opposed the amendment. 

Hon. Mr. Davie thought the clause was 
an unnecessary ope and might be mischiev- 
ous. 

Tho amendment was lost on the following 
division, viz, : 

Ayes— Messrs. Kellie, Kitchan, McKen- 
zie, Grant, Semlin, Punch, Milne, lieaven, 
Brown, Keith and Hunter — 11. 

Nays — Messrs. Cotton, Forster, Baker, 
Smith, Nason, Booth, Stoddart, Davie, 
Fletcher, Anderaon, Rogers, Croft, Turner 
and Pooley — 14. 

After further discussion the report was 
adopted; bill read a third time and passed. 

WATER RESERVATION ACT. 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved the second read- 
ing of an act to confirm in the Crown all 
unrecorded water rights. He stated that 
this act would not interfere with any rights 
which already existed or with auy rights 
recorded under the Land Act. He thought 
this was an important pitce of legislation 
inasmuch as there was a great possibility of 
the water rights of tho province becoming 
very valuable, as waB evidenced by the fact 
that there were so many applications, par- 
ticularly this session, for water charters. 
He road authorities to show that there was 
a general movement in the direction of the 
legislation he now proposed. 

Mr. Cotton thought the hill proposed did 
not go far enough in some particulars, and 
in other particulars went a good deal further 
than was necessary. He was glad, however, 
to see the matter dealt with, and realized 
the diflicultiea that had to be contended with. 

Bill read a second time, to be committed, 
to-morrow. 

THE MUNICIPAL ACT. 

On tho motion to adopt the report of 
Committeo of the Whole ou the Municipal 
bill, 

Hon. Mr. BeAVEN pointed out the com- 
plaints against the Ontario system in regard 
to the dismissal of officials, and explained 
the stand he had taken in reference to the 
veto jiower placed in the' hands of the Chief 
Magistrate. His idea was to give two- 
thirds of the council the power to over-ride 
the mayor's verdict;— to give the majority 
of tho Board the power to over-rule, woulu 
destroy the entire utility of.the legislation. 

Hon. Mr. Roiwon announced his inten- 
tion of supporting tho amendment; the hon. 
leader of the Opposition appeared not to 
have faith in his council. If ho had, he 
would certainly he .satisfied with the ver- 
dict of tho majority of that body. It 
seemed strange if he could not rely on the 
support of the council, if ho was doing the 
right thing. To carry out the suggestions 
of the leader of the Opposition, would really 
bo to ignore the interests and wishes of the 
council as the representatives of tho people. 
Thia would not be fair at nil, und 
it would bo directly contrary to all tho fine 
theories which the hon. leader of the Oppo- 
sition was always giving to the House, of 
which the sovereignty of tho people was the 
text. Ho (Hon. Mr. Robson) could not 
conceive of any more unpleasant position for 
tho mayor of a city to be placed in than that 
which was now sought, with the evident in- 
tention of making tho mayor of Victoria a 
little municipal autocrat. In dismissing an 
oflicer or in sending buck a by-law, the 
mayor should have reasons and arguments 
weighty enough to induce the majority of 
the Council to Biipport him. 

Mr. Brown supported the views of tho 
leader of the Opposition, and advised that 
his suggestions be given a trial. 

Mr. Grant, with considerable experience 
to aid him in looking into tho question, 
thought it would bo unwise to grant the 
power sought. If an official was found uu- 
worthy of tho confidt neo reposed in him, 
surely all purposes would bo served by tho 
mayor suspending him and reporting tho 
circumstances to tho Council. 

Messrs. Milne, Kitchen nnd . Cotton, 
supported tho hon. leader of tho Opposi- 
tion. 

Mr. Hunter said that so mtnyargu- 



ments pro and con had been introduced in 
the debate that an hon. member, who 
honestly wanted to find out how to vote, 
had great difficulty in hie way. It should 
bo remembered that thoro were good coun- 
cils and bad councils, good mayors and bad 
mayors, and where there was a good council 
and a bad mayor thero might be some diffi- 
culty arise, but, ua a general rule,- ho 
thought the bill a8 it now stood would bo in 
tho intoreata of tho corporations, and ho 
proposed to voto that way. 

The amendment, striking tho clause out, 
was carried on tho following division, viz. ; 

Ayes : Messrs. Grant, Punch, Smith, 
H>rne, Robson, Davie, Vernon, Booth, 
Nason, Pooley, Turner, Martin, Croft, 
Rogers and Anderson — 15. 

Nays : Messrs. Milne, Boaven; Kitchen, 
Brown, Keith, Baker, Forstor, Cotton, 
McKenzie, Sword, Stoddart, and Hunter 
— 12. 

Hon. Mr. Davie then moved an amend- 
ment, making a majority of thoso present at 
any meeting of tho Council a majority of 
the Council. 

Tho amendment was lost by a voto of 12 
toll. 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved to striko out 
Section 10, which reads as follows, viz: 

10. Section 34 of tho "Municipal Act, 
1891," is hereby umended by adding the 
following as sub-sections (/i) and (Q : 

"(h). Notwithstanding anything con- 
tained in the 'New Westminster Act, 18SS,' 
or tho 'New Westminster Act (1888) 
Amendment Act,' tho following persons in 
the city of New Westminster shall bo en- 
titled to vote for Aldermen in any ward 
in which they may be registered, and for 
Muyor or Commissioners in any one such 
ward ; but it shall not bo lawful for any 
person to voto for Mayor or Commissioners 
at more than ono polling place at one and 
the same election : 

"(1). Any male or female of tho full age 
of twenty-one years, who ia assessed for 
real property within the municipality, and 
who bus paid, not later than two clear 
days before tho day of nomination at tho 
annual election, all municipal rates, taxes, 
or license fees (exclusive of water or light- 
ing rates or charges) duo and payable by 
him or her : 

" (2.) Any male or female of tho full ago 
of twenty-one yeara, not otherwise qualified 
to. vote at municipal elections, who shall 
havo paid, on or before tho first day of 
August next preceding tho date of tho an 
nual election in each your, any trades license 
or licenses, or any municipal tux or taxes 
(exclusive of water or lighting rates or 
charges) of a total amount of not less than 
five dollars, and who shall havo ut tho time 
of such payment applied to have hia or her 
name entered as a voter in any ward in tho 
city, and who shall have between tho fif 
teenth day of November next ufter the 
dato of such payment and the first day of 
December following personally delivered to 
the assessor or clerk of the municipal conn 
cil a statutory declaration made and sub- 
scribed before a judge, magistrate, or notary 
public, in tho form and to the effect follow 

"1 (name in full) do solemnly declare 
that I am a Britiah biibject, and of tho full 
age of twenty-one years, and that I am the 
person who applied to havo my name, as 
above written, entered as a voter in 
Ward, on payment by me of S for 
on or before the first day of August last, 
and that I have been coutinuous'y since tho 
said date, and now am, a resident of the 
City of Now Westminster, and that I havo 
paid all municipal rates, taxes and licence 
fees (exclusivo of water or lighting rates or 
charges) payable by me; and I make this 
solemn declaration conscientiously believing 
the same to be true, and by virtue of 
Act passed in the thirty-seventh year of 
Her Majesty's reign, intituled 'An Act for 
tho suppression of voluntary and extra 
judicial oaths.' " 

A considerable discussion followed, during 
tho course of which single tax, etc., waa 
pretty freely arid fully discussed. The 
clause was then struck out on the following 
division, viz. :

Arrival of the Clipper Yacht "Casco" 
Sale in Port-A Model 
of Grace. 



The "North Pacific" Not Lost to 
Victoria'— Tug "Ivaty" 
Missing. 



Tlio proltiest craft In Victoria harbor, to-day, 
la tho aolioonor yacht Casco. which bus been 
soniowhat lost eight of during tho past fow 
months, and which cast anchor in James Bay 
early last evening. Thol'nsco, it will bo re- 
menibored, was pureh used lato last autumn by 
capitalists of this city and cf Portland, and, it 
was rumored at, tho time, had roiio on a smug- 
gling cruise that was to lino the owners' poc- 
kets with money. This rumor appears to have 
been entirely without foundation, for thoso 
who havo been aboard nines " the 
beauty" left Ban Francisco givo tho 
assurance that she has been doing nothing but 
lille cruising, and has touched at no port since. 
Ilcr cargo inward consisted of a lino consign- 
ment of iron ballast and tho aovon sturdy Japs 
who form the crew, Captain A. Q. Folgor com- 
mands, having lor his llrst ofllcor Captain 
Holmes, another old Victoria salt, who did tho 
honors for a couple of COLONIST men vrho wtnt 
aboir.i last ovoniiiK. His report is that tho 
.yacht left 'Frisco on the 27th of last December, 
and when out two days sprang aleak and was 
compelled to put back for repairs. bho 
sailed again early in February, n nd has absol- 
utely not been across tho Pacific slnco then. 
U'he'intention now is to iit tho Cu°co for bard 
work, and her luxurious cabin, which now ex- 
tends to tho foremast, must bo cut away to 
abaft of the mainmast. This is only tho tlrst of 
tho alterations, and when they aro completed 
her original owner, Mr. Merritt, tho Oakland 
millionaire, would fail to rceognizo Iter. Tho 
Casco is about a dozun years old, and. with her 
furnishings, cost close upon §">0,000. ilcr model 
is grace itself, and her spars, long 
and tapering. 'I ho timber in her is stout as 
the best British oak, and her fittings are lit for 
a prince. Tho saloon is painted in white, 
finished and touched out with gold, and up- 
holstered in crimson velvet, while rich lace 
curtains and heavy French plato mirrors are 
features of every corner of tho ship above the 
deck. Refrigerators for moat and vegetables, 
champagne cupboard!, bathrooms, nnd all tho 
other et ceteras that go to make tho Casco a 
littlo floating palace, have also been liberally 
provided, and these, alas, will havo to go when 
the work of transformation Is undertaken. 

Chilian ship Emma Louisa, Heascoe, master, 
is 35 days out from Valparaiso to load 1). C. 
lumber.

"HUNTER RAMPANT." 

To the Editor:— My attontlon has boon 
called to a couple of artlclos in tho organ of iho 
dudes, wlioreln I nm supposed to bo criticised 
for tho Btnud I took and tho romarks I mado in 
attempting, by a saving olauso in tho GaniQ 
Bill, to prevent tho wanton dostruotion and ex- 
tinction of thoso noble beasts of tho forest, 
known to ordinary mortals as tho elk and tho 
mooso. 

1 did not, and novor intended to, cast any re- 
flection on anybody, when, to tho best ot my 
poor ability, I attempted to show that tho dan- 
ger in question was to bo apprehended leaa from 
tho true sportaman than from another cIosb, 
whohotlufrcquontly mistake themselves for 
sportsmon, and who aro, no doubt, useful In 
otUor respects. I but gavo utterance to a well 
griundo(f conviction that nothing was ovor 
created In vain, and that tho things to which 
I had occasion to refer f ulllllod their mission 
admirably, by providing cheap amusement for 
sonsiblopeoolo. Tho editor, first of all, enters 
upon, or pretends to enter upon, a disouasion of 
Mr. Halllio Grohman's letter in tho Times, but 
ho gels along a short distanco only when he 
abandons Mr. Grohman for myself, and pro- 
coeds as if 1 had charged him with killing more 
game than was allowed by law: 1 had no idea 
that ho editorial "wo" was, In this instance, 
wielded by a good sportsman, but, such being 
the oaso, t have only to say that it aeema to me 
as if a very good sportsman mighL make a very 
poor editor— "Pacta nascitur, non tit," and so 
with sportsmen and editors. I am next naked 
for whom I would preserve our game, 
and I am glad to answer— jor the people, of 
course— the people of Stilish Columbia — to 
whom il rightfully belongs, and among whom 
are many true and ardent sportsmen. 1 have 
not now, and never hud, any objection to 
genuine sportsmon, who will at once accept tho 
situation, coming amongst us; but 1 do object 
to, and will forever protest against, the noblest 
game of this country being at tho tender mer- 
cies of a few titled asses, who may at any time 
invade; ho province, to act as if they owned it, 
and, with supercilious impudence, to throw the 
dollars they spend at tho "common" people 
very much as they would a bono to a starving 
dog. I do not protend that my opinions on any 
matter have much weight or that 1 am known 
to any very large section of humanity. To bo 
known is sometimes to bo notorious, and I 
have this to say, that I never sought to acquire 
fame by writing dull books about myself, which 
no ono could ho found to read, or by rending 
dull lectures, to which no ono could be found 
to listen. From too closo relations evidently 
existing between the editor under roviow and 
Mr. Grohman— the man who slaughtered luo 
head of big game in ono season— the editor, no 
doubt, knew tho day, hour and minute when 
Mr. Grohman loft tho province; but he has no 
business to assume that I, who have not hing 
in common with that gentleman, know, as 1 
did not, anything whatever concerning his 
whereabouts; and tho bluster about cowardly 
untruth is more harmless than, under other 
cin umstnnces, it might liavo been. 

Tho way, too, in wnich this sportive editor, 
80 learned in the lore of tho moose and elk, 
states tho proposition, is highly amusing.

"Tho editor of tho "Daily Dudo' stole a sheop 
yesterday, and is, therefore, a thief; but if ho 
did not steal tho sheep, of course our romarks 
do not apply." 

I think. Sir, it would bo more in accordance 
with tho instincts of the author of theso arti- 
cles If, before using language of so drastic a 
character, ho had ascertained from mu or from 
some ono else the words 1 used in reference to 
the slaughter of g.imo in Wyoming. But in 
default of anything bettor— arising either from 
a vacant space in iho upper story, or from tho 
general barrenness of tho subject in hand -it is 
somotlmes allowable to sol up a dummy for tho 
s ike of utilizing space and the memorized col- 
lection of pot phrases in knocking it down. In 
this connection it may bo well to state that I 
used tho term English, as in nine eases out of 
ten it U used, in its genericor widest sense, and 
in no way sis implying that tho genua dude 
hails exclusively Irom tho country south of the 
Tweed.

MUNICIPAL BILLS. 
On the further consideration of tho report 
of Committee of tho Whole on tho Munici- 
pal Acts, 

Hon. Mb. Beavkn moved tho following 
amendments, viz : 

To striko out suh-Bection (Orc) of section 
130 and substitute therefor : 

"(On.) The Council may pass by-laws to 
assess, lovy and collect by means of a special 
rato as aforesaid, und otherwiao to provide 
for the con8truction of branch sowers to con- 
nect any real property with u common 
sower, and for connecting all buildings with 
the branch sewers, and for making all nec- 
essary house or building connections with 
such sewer, and in cases where a vucant 
space intervenes between a Hue of a street 
and tho building into which or under which 
tho sewer pipe is to be taken, tho Council 
may also provide in such by-law for laying 
the sewer pipe across audi vacant apaco and 
under such building. In all such caacs the 
coat of tho auino shall bo payable and paid 
by tho owner of such real property so con- 
nected with the sewer, and shall be a charge 
on such real property. If any damage be 
done to this portion of tho sewer, or its con- 
nections, or its fittings, either by neglect or 
othcrwiae, tho Council may authorize and 
have made tho repair of tho same, and tho 
cost of the same shall bo paid by the owner 
of the real property, und shall bo a charge 
as aforesaid." 

Toaddsub section 15/<: "Nosuch local im- 
provement as aforesaid, except branch sew- 
ers and tho work provided for in sub-section 
(9a) of this section, shall be undertaken by 
tho Council if the majority of tho owners of 
such real property representing at least one 
half in value thereof petition the Council 
against such assessment within IS days 
after the Council shall have published a 
notice signifying its intention of making 
such assessment in ono newspaper published 
in such municipality ; any leaseholder, tho 
term of whoso lease (including any renewals 
therein provided for) is not loss than 21 
years, shall bo deemed an owner within the 
meaning of this sub-section, if tho lessee 
has therein covenanted to pay all municipal 
taxoa on tho demised property during tho 
term of the said lease." 

After a number of minor amendments, 

Hon. Mr. Davie asked that further con- 
sideration of the report bo held over. 
THE GAM E BILL. 

Hon. Mr. Turner moved that the Game 
•bill as amended on report be adopted. 

The motion was carried. 

Hon. Mr. TURNER moved the third read- 
ing of the bill. 

Mr. Se.MLIN moved the six months hoist. 

The motion waa lost. 

Tho bill was read a third time and passed,

THE SMALL BOY AGAIN— A CASE 
IN POINT. 

To Tin-. Editor:— I cut tho following from 
your edition of Sunday: 

•'Jumbo.' the heavy road rollcriof tho corpor- 
ation, camo within nn ace oC crushing to death 
a little youngster, who was enjoying a stolen 
ride, while tho machine was working on Hum- 
boldt stroot, yoaterday. The possible accident 
was averted by tho prompt action of a city 
police ofllcor." 

Now, sir, will you bo so good as to tell mo 
who would have been held to blame for tho 
boy's death, if tho police officer had nor. hap- 
pened along In time to rescue tho youngster 
from the road-roller— tho men in charge of tho 
roller, the roller, or tho parents or tho boy, who 
allowed him to roam unprotected into the: 
street f Surely, sir. if men who aro entrusted 
with street ears, horses and wagons, hacks, 
road-rollers and portable steam sawmills are 
to be held blame ible — every t ime an accident, 
occurs to a small child,— neither business will 
soon be worth following, and tho streets might 
as well be delivered over hi playgrounds tor 
children instead ot being maintained as high 
ways tor traffic. 

x our strictures on tho company wero courts 
OUS, well-meant and kindly; but I do not agrot 
with you when you Bay that the time to lec 
ture parents is not. just niter a child has been 
killed. I think that while tho awful Incident 
ia fresh in tho public mind is the very timo 
when a word of warning would have the best 
eti'.iet. A few words from you might huv 
caused the parents of tho little child who was 
rescued from tho road-roller, 'on Saturday to 
keep him within doors and so rendered 
tho interposition of tho policeman unnecessary, 
You say that "children areeomotlmos aggravat- 
ing, but no anion nt of provocat ion should cause a 
motornoorto do anything to endanger their 
lives or their limbs. On reflection 1 feel cer- 
tain that you will not claim that that sentence 
can bo jits tiffed by the evidence regarding tho 
recent accident ; for if pressed to its natural 
sequence on tho lines you lay down Iho motor- 
neer should be arraigned for murder! Fortu- 
nately, the evidence the other way wns SO Strong 
that the jurv acquitted tho motor noor and con- 
ductor of all blame. The child was not even in 
front of the ear. lie ran beneath if, after ho 
had passed beyond tho rungoof the motornour's 
vision, to escape a fancied blow from a man's 
hand and to dodge a . stone thrown at him by 
another boy. No precaution on t he part of the 
conductor would have averted tho catastrophe, 
Vou Seem to loose sight of tho fact, that there 
is such a thing in law as "contributory negli- 
gence" and that it. has been held over and OV0I 
again by courts, in similar cases, that, if chil- 
dren of a tender ago aro porniitti d to roam tho 
streets unprotected the blaino does nol rest 
altogether vsith the party or partloS who may 
injure them. I have the report of a case on 
appeal before mo as I write. A child had been 
injured by a street car in a New York town 
Action wiiB brought against tho company and 
damages awarded the plaintiff. On appeal th 
judgment was reversed, although it was show 
that the child was not habitually allowed to 
play In the at rents, but had removed tho fast en 
ings from a door and so escaped from the room. 
Th« court held that thoro was contributory 
negligence TRAMWAY.
